Kentucky growers so far as 
forming an organization goes 
but they have gone much too 
far in their zeal and have set an 
example which if followed will 
certainly lead to disAstrious re 
suits. The papers recently con 
tain accounts of many lawless 
acts committed against those to¬ 
bacco growers who refuse to 
join any society and to pool their 
product. Tobacco plant beds 
have been destroyed and bares 
burned by unknown raiders Tbe 
fact that independent or non- 
association growers were in 
every case tbe victims of these 
outrages has led to the conclu¬ 
sion that the depredations were 
made by members of the Society. 
Tbe Courier Journal in an edi 
torial comment on the situation 
says: “This means that unless 
there is an active effort to ar¬ 
raign night riders in court a 
slate *of civil war will exist 
among the planters. If the 
‘‘night riders’’ feel secure from 
interruption by the anthonties 
there is no reason why they 
should hesitate at adding murder 
to arson and plant bed'destruc 
tion, and as tbe man on the 
offensive is always at an advan 
tage under the cover of darkness, 
tligre tfl no reason to expec. that 
in clashes between nonassocia¬ 
tion planters and “night riders” 
the former would always be able 
to meet out poetic justice to the 
latter.
